Program Objectives

Reduce daily vehicle-miles traveled (VMT)
within the Manhattan CBD by at least 5 percent

* Reduce the number of vehicles entering the
Manhattan CBD daily by at least 10 percent

» Create a funding source for capital
improvements and generate sufficient annual
net revenues to fund $15 billion for capital
projects for the MTA Capital Program

« Establish a tolling program consistent with the
purposes underlying the New York State
legislation entitled the MTA Reform and Traffic
Mobility Act



Program Status

» Federal environmental approval — Finding of No Significant Impact (FONSI)
received in June 2023

« DBOM contractor (TransCore) given authorization to proceed with detection
point installation on June 27, 2023

* Installation of detection point equipment scheduled from July 2023 through late
December 2023

» Program Go-Live scheduled for May 2024
